Lincoln, Nebr.,, May 10—(By F.
. Ayres and H. L. Cooper)—Gover-
nor Morehead recently sold his 1200-
acre ranch in Dundy county to T. R.
Douthit, a wealthy farmer (from
North Carolina, The price pald was
$27.000, or §22.50 per acre,

The state has Just receaved Its

homes, This pays about halfl the
cost of the care of each member,
There are 109 members of the Mil-
tord bomwe and 18 share of this al-
lotment is $2,726; while Grand ls-
land with 235 me.nbers received §5-
Kib.

One of the pleasant phases of the
recent primary, especially one on
wihich the democrals are just now
congratulating themeaelves is the re-
markable gain in votes over two and
four years ago. The democratic pri-
wary gain in four yeuars Is approxi-
mately 68 per cent, while the repub-
lean gain is only 29 per cent. The
total democratie vote cast in the re-
cent primaries was X6,887 against
51,269 four years ago. This Is tak-
en as an excellent tribute to the
Woodrow Wilson sentiment in Nebr-
nska, as well as to the splendid state
administration of the democrats.

Gaso-Tonle I8 & new one on the
Pure Food and Oil Commission, Re-
cently an affable und versatile young
gent with a voeabulary to mateh,
hired a down-town store room and
stocked it with a liguid called Gaso-
Tonie, supposed to be manufactured
in Cincinnati, and proceeded to dis-
pense It to an unsophisticated publie
ut  $8 per gallon. The salesman
claimed that a few drops of it squirt-
ed Into the gas tank of an outa would
increpse the mileage of gasoline at
least 25 per cent. The gentleman
wig doing a land office business when
one of Food and 01l Commissioner
Harman's inspectors happened along,
and being of a curlous disposition, as
bents his voesntion, started an invest-
igation. A c¢an of the tonlc was pro-
cured and analyzed by the state
chemist. It was found to contain
practically 100  per cent petroleum
product, with the same specific ¥rav-
ity as gasoline, As the siate law re-
guires gasoline and kerosene to  be
ingpected before being sold in Nebr-
aska, the affable and versatile gent
was haled before the court and made
to pay a fine of $160 for selling =
petrolenm product in Nebraska with-
out first being inspected. The Food
Commission has resurrected Bar-
num's famous spech of seven words,

A check for $9,928.96 was receiv-
ad this week by State Treasurer Hall,
coming from the Institute for Feeble
Minded at Beatrice., This sum rep-
regents the amount paid to the insti-
tution on behalf of the inmates who
come from different sections of the
state. The state law reguires that
the parent or guardian, If inancially
able 1o do so, and if not, that the
county of their residence, be obligat-
ed to pay to the institution the sum
of $40 yearly for each ward under
the state's care, the money to be
used to purchase clothing for them,
This is designated as a cash fund.
Formerly this money was expended
directly by the superintendent In
charge. A year or (wo ago an Inves-
tigation discolsed that this money
was not being used to the best ad-
vantage and could not be under the
system of buying then In vogue.
When State Treasurer Hall took
charge of his office he Insisted that
this money be turned into the state
treasury and drawn out on state war-
rants the same as other institutional
cash funds, under the direction of
the Board of -.Comimssioners. The
hoard recently made a ruling to this
effect, and hereafter clothing for the
wards of this institution will be pur-
chased under its direction and with
the same advantages that the other
fourteen institutions now enjoy

WALTERS CASE HEARD

Decision Will Be Rendered Soon on
Question of Filings Made on
Valuable Valley Homesteads

A case attracting much interest be-
fore the United States land office In
Alliance this week was that of
Charles Walters ve,. Wm, F. Peter-
son for the filing on a valuable 160-

aere teaet of land near Minatare, Ne-
bragkn. The tract contains 86 acres
|uf Irrigable land and is considered
oné of the choleest pieces allotted in
the drawing made here March 24.

Walters, a former Alliance young
mnan, made filing on the land before
the lund office, at 9 o'clock on the
morning of March 24 and also made
settlement on the land at the same
hour of the same day. Pelerson was
the lucky (?) one who drew the land
at the government land drawing that
afternoon. Walters' contention is
that he ghould be allowed the filing
on acocunt of prior settlement. Pet-
ergon contends that inasmuch as he
was the one who was successful in
getting the winning number at the
drawing that afternoon his filing
should pe acecepted.

Peterson did not make settlement
on the land until April 26, a little
more than a month after the draw-
ing. The local land office will ren-
der a decision within a few days, It
is very probable that the loging party
in the case will appeal to the land of-
fice nt Washington for a final decis-
fon. In the meantime both parties
are reslding on the traect.

Another case attracting attention
was that of Henry Nehne vs., Helen
Brady over the right to a valuable,
improved irvigated claim near Scotts-
bluff, at the mouth of Nine-mile can-
yon. Nehne contested the homestead
right of Miss Brady, claiming that
she was not residing on the land. He
was represented by Attorney Bald-
rige of Scottsbluff, and Miss Brady
was represented by Attorney Ritehie
of Bridgeport.

The Alliance land oftice declded the
case In favor of Miss RBrady. The
contestant is allowed thirty days in|
whieh to nppeal the case to the de-
partment at Washington,
